At that tim e D im ar­ 
co was a stran g er to M attaliano 
T his m orning P llliettlers and ('am- 
paneili left the bunkhouse about six 
o’clock to go to work. They told Coro­ 
ner W inbigler that this m orning when 
Dimarco dressed he put on his good 
clotho* instead of his working clothes, 
but said nothing as to what he was 
going to -o. 
He had recently cashed 
a $27 check a t Orange and had anoth­ 
er $60 check in his pocket. 
Soon after the tw o men left the 
house, they heard a shot. 
They went 
back to the house and entered. They 
did not see Dimarco, who could have 
gone out of another door, g o t on a bi­ 
cycle and ridden aw ay in the fog.

M attaliano was in a half-sitting po­ 
sition against the wall. 
He had his 
sheam and saw in his hands and his 
lunch basket packed and 
over

shoulder. 
A bullet entered the chest 
from the 
front.

In M attaiiano’s pockets w ere 
two 
checks, one for $60 aud one for 
$16. 
and about $15 In cash.
